NOTES ON RECOGNITION 


PRESENT AND FUTURE INDICATIVE 


The stem of either tense may be el- or éo-; the important difference is in the 
ending: 
If aetive ending, tense is present 


If middle-passive ending, tense is future 


IMPERFECT INDICATIVE: Just a long vowel (augment) with normal endings (mostly active). 
PRESENT SUBJUNCTIVE: Just the long connecting vowel of the subjunctive with normal endings 


PRESENT PARTICIPLES: Just the connecting vowel, participle marker, and endings of a 
normal present participle. 


“DEPONENT” VERBS 27 


Basically, a deponent verb form is a middle or passive form which has what is, — 
for all practical purposes, an active meaning. There are a number of ''varieties'! 
of deponent verbs: 


l Verbs with only middle or passive forms (at least in the NT), but 
active meanings. 


Example: droxpUvopar I answer 
&nEexpvsnv I answered  (aorist passive) 
anexpLvayny I answered (aorist middle) 


Note: Not all words with lexical forms ending in -yaut belong in this 

‘category; see the other varieties of deponent verbs below, and note 
verbs like Seppatvouat, for which no active forms occur in the NT, _ 
but which actually has a middle or passive meaning, warm oneself, 
keep warm. 


Note: Verbs which have middle forms with active meanings, and are 
transitive (may have direct object), may occur in passive forms 
with actual passive meanings. For example, tdovar, I heal..... 
Ldonv I was heated.

The following is a list of irregular verb forms which occur frequently 
enough in the New Testament that you should learn them if you expect 
to read the Greek New Testament with some ease. The list is selective 
in two ways: 


a. If a given tense of a verb is regular, however frequent 
it might be, it is not listed. For example, the aorist 
form of axoJw is quite common, but also quite regular 
(Hxovca), so it is not listed. Irregular forms are those 
which are not readily subject to analysis or for which 
the lexical form is not easily inferred. 


b. If a given tense of a verb is ¢rregular, but does not 
occur frequently, it is not listed. For example, the 
perfect tense of p¢pw is quite irregular, but not frequent 
enough to warrant inclusion in this list. 


Some verbs are included in this list as "irregular" which Handbook of 
New Testament Greek includes in its various verb classes because of 
certain "patterns" which they illustrate. However, they are included 
in this list because the "patterns" are not as obvious or predictable 
as the system of verb classes seems to suggest. 


In the following list, the forms are first given in the traditional form— 
active indicative lst person singular. However, beneath most of these 
forms—especially the aorists—is given, in smaller type, the tense stem 
itself, without ending, augment, or any other phonetic change which may 
have been involved in the indicative form. In the case of the aorist tense 
stem, this is the form you would need to recognize as part of a participle, 
infinitive, imperative, or subjunctive form—i.e. without the augment. 

It is important that you be able to recognize these irregular verb forms 

in either augmented or unaugmented forms. 


Also included is a sample quiz—just like the quiz you will be taking on 
these forms (LQ-8)—based on Acts 4:1-37.

Lesson Quiz 8 Irregular Verbs will consist of ten forms, similar in nature 

to those above, for which you are to give the tense, voice, and lexical form. 
While the Irregular Verb Study List gives you the tenses to study in the tra- 
ditional 1st person singular indicative forms, please note that the quiz asks 
you to identify verbs of any person, number, and mood—including infinitives 
and participles. It is for this reason that the Irregular Verb Study List also 
gives, for most forms, the tense stems themselves, without augment, ending, or 
any other phonetic change which may have been involved in the indicative form. 
In the case of the aorist tense stem, this is the form you would need to recog- 
nize as part of a participle, infinitive, imperative, or subjunctive form—i.e. 
without the augment. For example, you should not only learn that fyayov is the 
aorist active indicative Ist sg. of dyw, which helps you identify forms like 
nhydyete, fyayev, etc. but also that dyay- is the unaugmented aorist stem, which 
helps you identify forms like dyayetv, aydyn, dyaydv, etc. 


Also, you should note that with the exception of the compound verbs d&ndAAuue 
and dnofvijcxw, prepositional prefixes are not used in the list, although they 
may appear in forms in the text and therefore on the quiz. However, you should 
be able to remove them from the form in the text and from what remains identify 
the simple verb form you have studied.

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CONSONANT COMBINATIONS

The same is true of the combination 1X ; but there is ‘no convenient way to il- 
lustrate this combination in English. 

In all other combinations of consonants in Greek, each consonant is pro- 
nounced with its normal sound. There are no stlent (umpronounced) consonants 
as there are in English. When you pronounce the word pneumonia in English, 
the p is "silent." But in the Greek word xvevua, both the x and the v are . 
pronounced. To pronounce this combination, try saying the words top not to- 
gether quickly, then drop the to-. Some Greek consonant combinations, such 
as xt and xt, occur in English, but only at the end of words such as slept or 


baked (pronounced baykt). But in Greek, such combinations may begin a word.

The slightly curved marks over the initial vowels and diphthongs in the 
words below are called (somewhat crudely) breathing marks. The so-called smooth 
breathing —’— does not in any way affect the pronunciation of the vowel or 
diphthong. The rough breathing —‘—does, however. It is the equivalent of 
placing an h before the vowel or diphthong.

Although the rough breathing is written over the second vowel in a diphthong, 
it is pronounced as an & before the first vowel.

The only other place a rough breathing occurs is over a p at the be- 
ginning of a word, which is why English words derived from Greek words begin- 
ning with p are spelled with an rh, such as rhododendron, rhewnatic. It is 


not necessary for us to try to pronounce this combination, which would actually 
be hr-. 
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GREEK ACCENTS 


The other marks you will find over parts of Greek words are called accents. 
They indicate what syllable is to receive the stress in pronunciation. Notice 
the difference in the English words marked with Greek accents to show their 
stress in the sentences below: 

He pushed the car up the incline. 

He is inclined to be distrustful. 

You were going to desert me in the desert. 
There are actually three different accents in Greek: 

’ acute " etreunflex ‘grave 

However, there is no need to distinguish between them in pronunciation or degree 
of stress. Wherever you see an accent, that ts where the stress belongs tn pro- 
nouncing the word. In Greek sentences, the accent (stress) of a given word may 
change locations in the word, but when you leam a Greek word in the form in 
which it occurs in the dictionary (as in your vocabulary groups), you should 
learn where the stress belongs and always pronounce the word with the right syl- 
lable stressed. In other words, be consistent in pronunciation. 

When an accent and a breathing mark occur over the same vowel or diphthong,
